Figures disprove accusation 


Diocesan schools are not ‘white havens’ 


integration in public 


schools. 


The city was expecting to 
lose about 2,500 white 
students or from 2 to 4 
percent last year, but in- 
stead lost 4,383 or 5.4 
percent. 


That prompted the Rev. 
Smith to say he suspected 
the students were being 
accepted by private and 
parochial schools. 


“THIS IS accusing our 
schools of being ‘white 
havens’,” said Father Cud- 
digan. “That is a serious 
charge to a Christian 
school,” he added. 


“Our enrollment figures 
show that they (the white 
public school students) are 
not coming to us,” he said. 


According to figures 
released in a statement by 
Dr. Robert Peer, diocesan 
director of education, the 
22 Catholic schools within 
the city limits lost 281 
students last year. 


“IN FACT, over the last 


CHRISTIAN UNITY POSTER—This is

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five years we have had a 
decline of 394 students,” 
Dr. Peer said. “Inthe school 
year of 1973-74, we had a 
total enrollment of 8,481; 
this past year our total 
enrollment was 8,087. 


“In examining the figures 
and trying to interpret the 
reasons for change or non- 
change, one must consider 
the decline in the birth rate 
and the fact that many 
families are moving to the 
suburbs,” said Dr. Peer. “It 
is a national trend.” 


Father Cuddigan told SC 
the percentage of white 
students in the Catholic 
schools in the city in 1973 
was 70.9 percent or 6,021 
students and today it is 
68.3 percent or 5,524. 


THE WHITE enrollment 
in our schools in the city 
declined by 2.6 percent, 
and the minority enroll- 
ment increased 2.6 per- 
cent, the superintendent 
said. . 


“If our schools are white 
havens why did our white 


enrollment decline?” he 
asked rhetorically. 


The enrollment in the 21 
San Diego stiburban Cath- 
olic schools increased by 
249 students over last year, 
according to Dr. Peer’s 
statement. 


“WE CANNOT see any 
substantial growth within 
the city and suburban 
Catholic school enrollment 
that would indicate pat- 
terns which would be 
harmful to the city’s school 
integration efforts,” Dr. 
Peer added. 


Substantiating Dr. Peer’s 
statement, Father Cudd- 
igan said that over a five- 
year period enrollment in 
the suburban Catholic 
schools increased by 567 
students. There were 5,555 
in 1973 and 6,122 in 1978 
for a 6.7 percent increase, 
he said. 

Father Cuddigan said, 
“Pastors are very conscious 
of not accepting students 
who are trying to avoid 
integration in city schools.”

Priests support rent strike

INDIO—Support fora 
rent strike and other action 
by families in a Riverside 
County Housing Authority 
labor center has come from 
priests of the local deanery 
and the Peace and Justice 
Commission for the north- 
ern section of the diocese of 
San Diego. 


Since last October fam- 
ilies inthe Fred Young Farm 
Labor Center here have 
been on a rent strike, 
claiming that their land- 
lord, the county housing 
authority, is negligentin the 
upkeep of their homes. 


PRIESTS OF the Palm 
Springs deanery have de- 
scribed the condition of the 
camp as ina “grave state of 
disrepair’. They cite leak- 
ing roofs, walls that let rain 
in, lack of screens, inade- 
quate coolers and cookers 
and a leaking gas main line 
among the problems. 


The Dean for the area, 
Msgr. Michael Nolan, and 
the director of the Valley 
Missionary Program, Father 
Joseph Pawlicki, CSC,> 
head signatures to a two- 


page indictment of con- 
ditions in the camp and the 
need for corrective action. 


The people are on their 
third rent strike in three 
years, according to the 


- priests. Each time a resolu- 


tion was reached, but each 
time they received only 
“token repairs”. 


“THE HOUSING authority 
has been slow to do its job,” 
state the priests. “They had 
three years to keep up with 
events. The tenants have 
suffered the results of 
incompetency.” 


The priests also criticize 
County Supervisor Al 
McCandless, who, they say, 
“wants to control the ten- 
ants in a dictatorial man- 
ner. Either the tenants 
knuckle under, or they get 
thrown out.” ° 


They say McCandless 
“seems to forget he is a 
public servant.” 


MCCANDLESS in a pre- 
pared statement published 
Dec. 26, said, “the dwell- 
ings do not have floor 
covering, kitchen vent fans, 
clothes closet doors, front 
or back door screens,

In similarly worded reso- 
lutions, both the deanery 
of priests and the diocesan 
Peace and Justice Com- 
mission, northern section, 
support the tenants. 


The tenants are con- 
tinuing to withhold their 
rent in escrow until the - 
housing authority meets 
with the camp committee 
and resolves the diffi- 
culties. 


The resolutions also 
demand that the labor 
camp committee has a 
voice in the administration 
of the camp; that the hous- 
ing authority rapidly pur- 
sue the $1,200,000 needed 
for repairs, and that a rent 
subsidy program be worked 
out. 


THEY ALSO call on the 
authority to stop evicting 
tenants until a solution 
is found. 


The resolutions have 
been sent to the River- 
side County Board of 
Supervisors and to Super- 
visor McCandless, accord- 
ing to Father Pawlicki.

Amid the spate of robberies from churches -

Publish but not approve 


There is still a mistaken impression among some 
readers that because something is published inthe 


Southern Cross it is official teaching. Like all — 


diocesan newspapers, the SC ‘is here to offer 
readers news and opinions from the Catholic world 
in general and to indicate the church’s teaching. 
But a news story concerning something which is 
patently in contradiction to the official church view 
by no means indicates our approval. It is printed for 
the record. 


Publication of the activities of Archbishop 
Lefebvre, or recording the release of the book 
“Human Sexuality” or a sit-in strike by Catholic 
teachers somewhere is not an indication of 
approval. We are simply carrying out our duty of 
prudential printing of interesting news. And 
sometimes the church has to read the bad news. 


It’s “life-time” again 


This is the time when thoughts and action turn ~ 


particularly to pro-life matters. There will be the 
locally organized pro-life dinners and marches and 


‘the state and national events. January 22 has a 
place in the calendar as a “day of infamy”, when the 
U.S. Supreme Court gave mothers the right to 
decide whether or not to destroy their unborn 
children. 


Persuasion and education are the two most 
effective means to change people’s hearts over this 
tragic matter. Name calling is as destructive as 
abortion itself. The planned march on the Capitol in 
Sacramento, organized on a statewide basis with 
local representation, should bring home to 
legislators that the anti-abortion elements in our 
society do not intend to give upihe battle for human 
lives. 


We are fortunate that in the two most effective 
positions in government today related to life—the 
presidency and the office of HEW—we have men 
who personally oppose abortion, Jimmy Carter and 
Joseph Califano.

We were talking...about unity, the 
oneness that all men know they must 
achieve if there is to be peace in the 
world, and a harmonious develop- 
ment of mankind. 


It is almost commonplace today to 
speak of the integration of an 
individual personality, the ‘“‘whole 
man.” The word “wholistic” has crept 
into our vocabulary. We have wholistic 
medicine, wholistic psychology, 
wholistic theology. 

WHERE IN the past we might have 
referred to a difficult person as being 
“at odds with himself,” we are now 
more likely to speak of an “uninte- 
grated personality.” Predictably when 
we fall apart ereuoralls we Call it 
disintegration. 


When he comes to that rare point of 
harmonious interaction of mind, soul 
and body, the conscious and uncon- 
scious we acclaim him as “‘inte- 
grated.” As we used to say in the days 
before “pop” psychology, he is “at 
one” with himself. 


We all seem to know the jargon, 
today. Most of us feel able to discuss

at some length the need for.such 
personal ‘‘wholeness’’. Educators 
organize seminars around it; doctors 
write books about it; theologians 
struggle with it. lf we are not familiar 
with the concept, we have probably 
not been listening or reading or going 
to school. 


YET IT-.IS probably true to say that 
we have never been less united or less 
whole, personally and universally. The 
world is patently at odds with itself, 
nations are at odds with one another, 
endlessly it seems; people are at odds 
with each other and themselves, as 
always. 


How is it that we know so much 
about the means to unity and peace 
and achieve so little of either? 


Perhaps it is because we often 
approach the idea backwards. 
Perhaps there are too many of us 
attempting to inflict unity upon others 
before attaining it ourselves. 


IT IS ALWAYS so much easier to 
direct others to the ideal than to 


undergo the slow hard process — 


oneself. And coming to personal unity 
involves relinquishing many of the 
very things that seem to make us what 
we are—things we fear to face life 
without. Our sense of identity and 
uniqueness, our independence and 
feelings of importance, the belief, 
slight though it may be, of our 
superiority in some way. 

We are deeply afraid that in the 
releasing of these precious things we 
may lay ourselves open to some kind 
of victimization—we may simply 
disappear or find ourselves trapped 
into some kind of subjection. 


Oddly enough it works the other 
way. If we want to find the one valid 
model of oneness, we must, of course, 
look to the Holy Trinity. Three 
identities in one. 


HERE IS complete oneness of mind 
and purpose—a oneness of being. 
The three personal identities‘remain 
distinct, equal, and yet in essence 
undistinguishable. 


There is no clinging to individual 
identity or authority. Christ did not 
cling to his divinity, St. Paul says, “but 


emptied himself and became a slave.” 
“Who sees me sees the Father,” Christ 
said. “The Father and! are one. | come 
only to do the will of my Father.” 


Would we dare risk such self- 
abdication? And yet how powerfully 
the personality of Christ has domin- 
ated the centuries! Could we risk the 
anonymity of the Holy Spirit who was 
in turn sent by Christ to enlighten our 
fogged understanding? 


IT SEEMS a strange parody that we 
should find our identity in relin- 
quishing, and authority in obedience 
to authority and, finally, personal 
integration in oneness with others. 


The whole idea is so contrary to our 
inclinations that it is possible only 
when we turn to God for help. Turning 
to him, we take the first step away 
from our preoccupation with our- 
selves and, consciously or not, 
acknowledge that our identity, our 
uniqueness and importance rest only 
in our unity with him. 


The closer we grow towards him, the 
more nearly “one” with ourselves we 
become.

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Social Structures— 
threaten well being? 


By Antionette Bosco 


Maria and her husband are old and poor. They subsist on 
meager income provided by Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI). Recently, the computer went awry and they received no 
checks. 


They went to the Social Welfare agency adminstering SSI, 
but found their lot there to be excessive waiting, always a 
dehumanizing experience. Finally they were told to fill out 
forms and wait some more. When they eventually saw a real, 
live person, the worker was cold, and somewhat rudely berated 
them for not having filled out the forms properly. 


MARIA AND her husband were first generation children of 
immigrants, had little education, and both now have, poor 
eyesight. When they told me about this incident, Maria made a 
comment I'll never forget. She said, “At the end of that day, I 
wished I were dead.” ; 


What have we accomplished if our social institutions are so 
impersonal that they cause people to feel this demeaned and 
alienated? . 


In another incident, a 16-year old girl, desperately confused 
and afraid, went to the social services agency in her county 
to inquire whether she could get financial help to have the baby. 


INSTEAD OF getting an affirmative answer, her right by 


law, or being told that a home for unwed mothers run by | 


Catholic Charities was located nearby, the worker gave her an 
abortion pitch. Before she finally got help, the young woman 
nearly had a nervous breakdown. 


A 48-year-old father of six became unemployed when the 
company he, had worked for for 20 years folded. He learned 
that he had suddenly become obsolete in the job market. 
Employment had become an infertile field for someone his age, 
with his “dated” education. 


Social Sreatcown 


Life and work experience didn’t matter. Prospective 
employers were more concerned with qualifications that read 
better on paper. The man developed an ulcer from the stress of 
seeing his family suffer economically and from feeling 
personally cast on the ash heap. 


IF WE DEFINE social structures as the institutions and 
factors that determine both how we live and what the quality of 
that life is, ’m afraid we’d have to conclude that right now, in 
America, our social structures are threatening our well being. 
Certainly the three true cases I’ve described, each the result of 
social structures, are personally destructive to the people 
involved. 


I think these negatives are being experienced by too many 
because we are losing the crucial, basic values essential for a 
healthy society—the preservation of family; work styles which 
elevate, not dehumanize; honesty in government; humanness in 
our social services agencies, with help given to people with 
discretion, love and an aura of dignity; the sense of community, 
not isolation; an environment of peace not conflict. 


We've become a society where all is well so long as you have 
a good supply of money and health. Thus, the quest to maintain 
these two keys to the good life becomes the prime value, with 
predictable results—anxiety, resentments, stress, 
competition, the desire for power, fear_of failure, and above all, 
fear of poverty. 


PSYCHOANALYSTS ARE still’ saying that the major 
problem they encounter is alienation. People are like enclosed 
molecules, separate entities, unable to find unities with others, 
in spite of apparent interrelationships. 


Physicians are even more concerned with how the way we 
live and interrelate—without connection—is threatening 
health. They see an escalation in stress-related illness, such as 
heart attacks, strokes, ulcers and certain cancers. 


As one physician-pathologist told me, “Modern disease is 
characterized by a hyphen. I see more illness brought on by dis- 
ease than any other cause. Viruses are not the biggest threat 
today. It’s life styles. People today are pressured, unhappy and 
full of discord. It’s so widespread, we have to question the 
extent to which our social structures themselves are to blame,” 
he said. ‘

WE NEED social structures which start from a whole new 
value base—where people, not money and power, are primary; 
where the elderly, the weak and the disabled are recognized 
and given assistance without stigma; where all relationships 
radiate an aura of mutual dignity; where family life becomes the 
nation’s priority once again; where an individual is esteemed for 
what he is, not for what he owns; where government leaders 
are honest; where ethics are considered sacred; where “In God 
We Trust” is not just a curious saying stamped on our 
currency, but is an act of faith rooted securely in the hearts of 
people. 

If social structures were such, then they would be the 
guardian of—and not a threat to—our well being. 


I suppose I’m asking again for the city that never yet was— 
Utopia. But maybe there’s hope so long as some of us, at least, 
continue to ask that our would become such a place. 


The Black Death was no respecter of persons

“Day of wrath! O day of mourning 
See fulfilled the prophet’s warning 
Heaven and earth in ashes burning.” 
Dies Irae 


Most often it is the kings, saints, generals, popes and bishops 
who are credited with making history. But for 50 years, roughly 
from 1350 to 1400, it was a germ that made history. It was 
nature’s neutron bomb, It left the building intact, but killed well 
over two million people, at least one-third of Europe’s 
population. 


Originating in China, the plague germ traveled to the Middle 
East. During a battle in the Crimea, the Asiatic troops 
catapulted plague infected corpses into the camps of the 
Genoese colonists. They unwittingly brought the explosive 
plague to mainland Europe. Within a year, 100,000 people died 
in Venice, 80,000 in Paris and 57,000 in Marseilles. 


THE BACILLUS was no respecter of social rank. It struck 


down two archbishops of Canterbury. Princess Joan, daughter _ 


of Edward Ill, died on the way to her own wedding. The plague 
ravaged businessmen, farmers, monks, peasants, bishops, 
administrators of all kinds, whether in palaces or hovels. 
Dozens of villages, hundreds of monasteries, uncounted 
numbers of farms. inns, town halls, hospices became instant 
ghost towns. 


No war, persecution or massacre ever had depleted the 
population of Europe so extensively, and none had ever been 
so instantly devastating to the social order. 


The sudden loss of food supplies, farm workers, managers, 
teachers, bankers, clergy, politicians and soldiers generated 
predictable and untold havoc across the continent. Doctors 
tried everything, but to avail. 


THE CHURCH urged fasting, penance and prayer. 
Nothing worked. The economy suffered the equivalent of a 
worldwide depression. Spirituality, seeing nothing of the dawn 
and triumph of Easter, grew morose with thoughts of the end of 
the world and the Last Judgment. 


Religious people turned to that mysterious book, entitled 
Revelation, to interpret the signs of the times. Chapter 6, with 
its description of the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse (White 
Horse of Conquest, Red Horse of War, Black Horse of 
Starvation,Green Horse of Death) vividly appealed to their 
religious imagination. 


Film maker, Ingmar Bergman, has dramatized their ominous 
mood and feeling in his “Seventh Seal.” “When the Lamb broke 
open their seventh seal, there was silence in heaven for about 
half an hour” (Revelation 8:1). 


IT MUST have seemed that way to a Europe, threatened 
and desperate. God seemed silent. Man is left in fearful 


isolation. Death is the only reality to speak. Where is the hint of 
hope in the face of heaven’s silence? 


Religious devotion respondedwith penance processions that 
included self flagellators, monks preaching fire and brimstone 
sermons and musicians pounding out the terrifying strains of 
the Dies Irai (Day of Wrath), a hymn that became the common 
staple of funeral liturgies until the recent reform. 


Artists painted and sculpted “plague crosses,” which were 
crucifixes illustrating Jesus dying as if in the throes of the 
plague himself. It would take centuries to shed the impact of 
this emphasis on penance, sin and judgement, without the 
balancing force of virtue, grace and divine love. 


NEITHER CHURCH nor State could hope to bounce back 
quickly from so huge a depletion of talent. Nature’s “dissolution 
of the monasteries” boded ill for the education of the clergy. 
Not until Trent’s institution of the seminaries two centuries 
later would this defect be remedied. 


Nature’s “stock market crash” would set back social and 
economic growth for almost a century. Fifty years of religious, 
political and civic chaos loosed crazed preachers and speakers 
whose ill-informed opinion making simply added to the 
awesome mischief. 


Yet, all’s well that ends well. The germ warfare abated. 
People picked themselves up and put the continent together 
again. Out of this holocaust was born the Renaissance. 


Paul Emile Leger

On an October day in 1969 Cardinal Paul Emile Leger 
returned to Montreal from his African mission post to accepta 
$50,000 award for his life of humanitarianism and to take part in 
a banquet featuring roast squab and vintage wine. 


When the dinner was over, the Cardinal told the guests that 
more than “150,000,000 people have worms in their intestines.” 


HE SPOKE about the millions of persons with hollow eyes 
and swollen bellies who peer at the North American banquet 
table. 


To leave these people “in a state of frustration during the 
next 30 years is sure to provoke a catastrophe on a global 
scale,” Cardinal Leger warned. 


He added that he was happy to accept the $50,000 award, 
which he would turn over to development efforts in the Third 
World, and to keep the medal which went with it for himself. 


IT WAS AN extraordinary scene, but.then, Cardinal Leger 
is an extraordinary man. Two years earlier he had given up 
leading one of the most important dioceses in the world to 
become, as he put it, “a simple priest, ministering in the leper 
colonies of Cameron in West Central Afri¢a.” 


Why did he undertake this African journey? “Because,” he 
said “having reached the limit of my existence and having 
exercised my priesthood in almost all parts of the world, I have 
had the opportunity to meet misery close at hand. I believe that 
it is a proof of sincerity to put oneself at the service of 
unfortunates, of whom the lepers are perhaps among the least 
favored.” ¢ 


“The church has the duty to remind all men that the gigantic 
enterprise of developing the Third World will never get off the 
ground if selfishness continues to build walls between peoples. 
It is within this context that my vocation to life in the Third 
World must be understood.” 


PAUL EMILE LEGER was born in Valleyfield, Quebec 
province, an April 26, 1904, the son of Ernest and Alda 
(Beauvais) Leger. He was brought up in the predominantly 
French village of St. Anicet on Lake St. Francis where his father 
operated a general store. He enjoyed swimming, skating and 
sailing as a boy.

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The Cardinal who became a missionary — 


In 1916, when he was 12, he entered the preparatory 
seminary at St. Therese, Quebec. He was ordained on May 25, 
1929, and was sent to France to continue his studies and to 
teach. The young Father Leger joined the Sulpician Fathers in 
1930 and subsequently taught at the Sulpician Seminary at Issy- 
les-Molineaux near Paris. 


Sent to Fukuoka, Japan, in 1933 to found a Sulpician 
seminary, Father Leger learned to speak Japanese in six 
months and was able to give spiritual retreats in that language. 


HE RETURNED to Canada in 1939 to teach at the Montreal _ 


philosophical seminary. The next year he was named Vicar 
General of the Diocese of Valleyfield and rector of St. Cecilia’s 
Cathedral there. 


In 1947 he was appointed rector of the Pontifical Canadian 
College in Rome. While there he served as a member of the 
Council for the Propagation of the Faith, and was active in 
obtaining food, clothing and medicine from Canadian 
parishes for the needy of Rome, Europe and the Near East. 


On March 25, 1950, he was named Archbishop of Montreal, 
the post which he held for 17 years as one of the most beloved 
prelates in Canadian history. In December, 1952, Pope Pius XII 
named him a Cardinal—Montreal’s first. When elevated to the 
Sacred College at a consistory in Rome on January 12, 1953, he 
was, at 48, the second youngest cardinal in the church. 


Cardinal Leger was a member of the central preparatory 
commission for the Second Vatican Council. During an 
adjournment of the Council in 1963, he fulfilled a lifelong 
ambition when he visited the leper colonies in Africa. - 


“IT WAS AT the (1967) synod of bishops during the 
discussions on faith and atheism that my future became a 
question of conscience for me,” he explained. “It became clear 
to me that Our Lord was asking me for deed as well as words... 


“On the last day of the Synod, the Holy Father accepted my 
resignation and acceded to my request... 


“In making my decision, I have not thought only of Africa. It is 
for the greater good of the church of Montreal that I have 
become a simple missionary in the midst of the poorest of the 
citizens of the Third World.” Se,

An extraordinary and powerful woman 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Never underestimate the power of a 
woman. The wisdom of this admonition 


* js illustrated in an extraordinary way 


in the life of St. Catherine of Siena, 
although her power was of a kind 
probably not envisioned by whoever 
framed the saying. 


She was born on March 25, 1347, 
the youngest of 24 or 25 children (a 
twin sister died shortly after birth). 


Her father, Giacopo Benincasa, a 
comfortably fixed dyer, had a roomy 
house and a big heart, the latter 
enabling him -eventually to under- 
stand his unusual child. Her mother, 
Lapa, was not'as perceptive and made 
things difficult for her. Catherine was 
a cheerful little girl, prayerful in a

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Father Rivers shares his ‘gift of blackness’

“1 don't fit easily into a category.” Father Clarence 
J. Rivers is talking as he relaxes in the Cincinnati 
home he shares with his mother and other family 
members. He folds his arms across his yellow 
sweatshirt and props his tennis shoes on a coffee 
table. 


It’s not just the absence of a Roman collar and a 
rectory setting that prompts Father Rivers’ remark. 
Nor is it the fact that he is the first black to have been 
ordained a priest of the Cincinnati archdiocese (in 
1956) or that he is the only priest of the diocese to 
have formed his own corporation. It’s all these 
things--and more--that make him hard to categorize. 


BUT AS A PRIEST and a man, Clarence Joseph 
Rivers thrives on being himself. And who heis, in his 


own words, is a liturgical artist, composer. and 


dramatist, “basically a priest-artist.” 


Asked by the late Archbishop Karl J. Alter in the 
early 1960s to use his talents to promote active 
congregational participation in worship in the 
Cincinnati archdiocese, Father Rivers has been 
doing just that ever since. 


A “liturgical nut” since his seminary days at St. 
Gregory’s and Mount St. Mary’ s, he started his own 
corporation, Stimuli Inc., in 1965. His goal is to share 
his “gift of blackness” with fellow Catholics and 
members of other denominations as well, often 
using his own musical compositions as a vehicle. 


CONSIDERED A pioneer in the introduction of 
Afro-American culture into Catholic worship, Father 
Rivers’ ministry is “still controversial,” he feels, since 
a large number of people feel there is no such thing 
as different cultures in the church. 


To such people the church is “one big happy 
family and any ‘giving in’ to ethnic concerns is wrong,” 
the priest said. “To them there is one faith, one baptism, 
one church and one culture--namely, European.” 


~ ButFather Rivers, along with other black liturgists, 


has shown this is not so, that the Catholic church has 
much to gain from the “refreshing, renewing and 
inspirational experience” that black worship can be. 
Through the concerts, lectures and workshops he 
conducts around the country, he has “moved” 
countless numbers of people to that experience. 


AND AS AN ARTIST, that is his goal, he says, 
describing himself as a “cheerleader” who tries to 
enliven congregations rather than instruct them in 
the technicalities of music and worship. Instruction 
and explanation are uniquely Western approaches, 
he feels. 


Convinced that “people are hungry for something 
and not being fed,” he sees the Charismatic Renewal 
within the Catholic church as “the healthiest thing 
happening in the white middle-class structure.” It’s 


‘also a phenomenon that encourages himto continue 


his work with Stimuli. 
At the same time, he is expanding his horizons 


beyond the music and liturgical work he has been — 


concentrating on over the past decade, partly out of 
economic necessity and partly out of a desire to use 
his talents in new ways. 


HIS FIRST PLAY, “Turn Me Loose!,” is based on the 
life of Frederick Douglass. In addition, he is working 
ona TV series for the Public Broadcasting System on 
“The Continuity of African Culture in the Western 
Hemisphere.” 


But his heart is in liturgy and-worship, not only 
because he is at home with it as an artist but because 
he sees it as “the only specifically priestly work there 
is.” And it’s work he hopes to be able to continue-- 
helping people to not just talk about celebrating 
liturgy but actually experiencing it as celebration. 


For him, there is no doubt that his work with 
Catholic and non-Catholic congregations can indeed 
enliven them and their experience of worship. For 
Father Clarence Joseph Rivers, helping to make that 
happen is the most priestly, and important, service 
he can offer the church. NC News

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More women than men 
now going to college 


The decline in college 
education for men may be 
due to a decrease in the 
attraction of college edu- 
cation. 


BUT MOST authorities 
agree that the reason is 
principally that college is 
no longer a haven for men 
from military service. 


The draft was abolished 
by Congress on June 30, 
1973 and many men who 


“entered college in the 


1960s would not have done 
so had it not been for the 
draft, it is suggested. 


The increase in women 
students generally at USD, 
the Catholic campus in San 
Diego, has been steady 
during the past five years in 
which the university has 
been co-ed. 

WHILE MALE student 
numbers over the five years 
from 1972 to 1977 in- 
creased by little more than 


12 percent, the ratio of 
women students has nearly 
doubled to 1656, only 300 
short of the male numbers. 


In 1972 women totalled 
barely half the male regis- 
tration of 1670. 


In the law school, while 
men students have re- 
mained in the 750 average, 
women students have 
trebled in numbers to their 
present 286.

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Pallottine priest accused 
of misappropriating funds 


BALTIMORE (NC)—The 
indictment of Pallottine 
Father Guido J. Carcich on 


‘charges of misappropriat- 


ing funds and obstructing 
justice does not mean an 
end to grand jury investi- 
gations into the dealings of 
the Pallottine Fathers, 
Maryland Attorney General 
Francis B. Burch said Jan. 
6. 


Father Carcich, 58, is 
charged with misusing 
over $1.3 million as former 
chief fundraiser for the 
Baltimore-based Pallottine 
missionary order. Released 
on his own recognizance 
after the indictment, he is 
to be arraigned Jan. 24 in 
Baltimore City Criminal 
Court. 


THE SPECIAL grand jury 
which delivered the 61- 
count indictment was re- 
leased Jan. 6. Burch said 
the new grand jury would 
continue investigations into 
what he called a “scheme” 
which had been going on 
for “six or seven years.” 


The extent of the charges 
against Father Carcich 
indicated that “this is not 
the end of indictment 
proceedings,” he said. 


Father Carcich, who 
expressed confidence at a 
Washington press confer- 


ence before the indictment 


was handed down that he 
would be acquitted of all 
charges, is accused of 
diverting for his own use 
$257,214 raised for the 
poor through the Pallottine's 
direct mail operation in 
Baltimore.

THE 43-PAGE indictment 
paper also charged that 
he misdirected another 
$127,000 in charitable 
funds to relatives and 
friends, and obtained for 
himself and the late Donald 
E. Webster Pallottine- 
owned interests in business 
and real estate. 


Webster, former ac- 
countant for the Pallottine 
Fathers, was named as 
aiding Father Carcich in a 
majority of the 60 “mis- 
appropriation of funds” 
violations. Webster took his 
own life Dec. 9 in an Ocean 
City condominium. 


An additional count 
charges Father Carcich 
with obstructing justice by 
concealing secret records 
from the grand jury’s sub- 
poena. The records alleg- 
edly reveal numerous hid- 
den bank accounts where 
over $15 million in 
Pallottine funds had been 
deposited and transferred. 


‘AFTER THE indictment 
was handed down, Auxiliary 
Bishop Austin T. Murphy, 


vicar general of the arch- 
diocese of Baltimore, said 
there was “a certain sad- 
ness within the Church of 
Baltimore today, because 
there are indictments that 
say monies donated by so 
many people have been 
misused.” 


Father Domenick T:

following Phil Sanchez’ death, her 
pain seemed to go. 


“God is witnessed to them in 
actions,” say both Clarkes. “We try to 
show them Christ through their 
poverty and try to help them to retain 
and restore their self-respect. 


“They have been so by-passed by 
events that they need to be reminded 
that they earn respect by being a 
person in the image of Christ.“ 


THE “CHURCH” has returned to the 


Indians of Jamul Village in the shape 
of a deacon and his family. And the 
deacon is filling one of those “areas of 
neglect” which deacons have been 
told is their particular apostolate. 


The villagers are in a “limbo” 
because they do not comprise a 
recognized reservation, and are not 
city, county or federal in terms of 
government responsibility. They have 
become a backwater in the tide of 
events. 


AND WHILE the motorbikes and hot 
.rodders ruin the hillsides further 
along Jamacha Road as they ride up 
and down the hills, creating vast 
gullies, the Indians on the other side 
of the hill live out their lives in 
makeshift accommodations, with one 
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village well and a few holes in the 
ground for latrines. 


The only new homes in the village 
were built in recent years by 
Protestant social action groups out of 
Los Angeles. Yet all of the Indians are 
Catholics and the older folk remem- 
ber the visits of Father Edmond La 
Pointe (1873-1937) and otKers to 
celebrate mass in their church. 


' “Grandma” of the village today— 
age unknown—is Ramona Curro, a 
surname which occurs frequently in 
the village cemetery. Grandma's old 
lined face smiles bashfully as she 
shows you her “kitchen”, a roofless 
shack, covered in plastic, which 
houses an old wood-burning Perfec- 
tion stove. 


TORTILLAS MADE on the stove 
show a professional, motherly touch, 
and you tell her so in Spanish, the 
language she finds easiest, as do 
many of the villagers. 


There’s talk of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs taking an interest. There’s talk 
of getting the landed ceded to an 
authority. which can be responsible. 
There's talk...as there’s always been 
talk. : 
But meanwhile more action and 
less talk comes from the deacon and 
his wife. And the Indians have taken 
them into their homes and hearts, 
with hope and trust. 


Survey shows deacon total growing 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
There were 2,387 Catholic 
permanent deacons in the 
United States as of last Oct. 
31, an increase of 640 over 
1976, according to the 
annual survey by the Com- 
mittee on the Permanent 
Diaconate of the National 


Conference of Catholic: 


Bishops. 

The survey also showed 
that 2,610 men were can- 
didates in training for the 
permanent diaconate, up 
103 over 1976. In 1971, 
the first year the committee 
made the survey, there 
were 58 permanent dea- 
cons and 529 candidates in 
the country. 

ACCORDING TO Msgr. 
Ernest J. Fiedler, staff 
director of the NCCB Per- 
manent Diaconate Com- 
mittee, another indication 
of the program’s growth is 
that 106 of 170 U.S. 
dioceses now conduct 
formal programs for 
deacons. In 1969, there 
were four such programs.
